2. With respect to the pre-amplifiers, I stated that the reason 
for our guggeation that OSI finance them was our desire to compel the 
analyste to demonstrate their desire for the costly improvements in cotlec- 
tien equipment they frequentty suggest. This prompted on my part a tong 
speech along Unes familiar to you about the unpredictability and geaera! 
ehiftlessnese of ELINT specialists. Dr. Scoville agreed with me on the 
fesatiadle and often iti-defended desires of these charactere for more and 
better equipment. He agreed that we should insist, before spending DPD 
money in the future for improved or additional collection equipment, on 
thoroughly satisfactory proof of the need. 


3. Dr. Scevitle hiated at the close of this conversation that if he 
were to finance read-out equipment in the future he must have sufficient 
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notice to budget for this purpose. He pointedly suggested that we might 
have plane about which he should be informed so that he might inciude 
additional funding in his FY-1961 budget estimate.
